Report of the “chool Committee 
FOR ‘THE 


YEAR ENDING FEB. 28, 1885. 


The schools in Derry have, in general, been pros- 
perous during the past year. The opening of the 
year was marked by difficulties that threatened 
serious consequences in one or two schools, but the 
closing terms throughout the town were marked with 
tranquility and general prosperity. Whenever the 
committee has been called to decide questions of © 
discipline, he has, endeavored to act impartially and 
with a view to the best interests of the schools. A 
majority of the schools have attained a high degree 
of excellence. In all, the teachers have evidently 
labored earnestly, and if the work of any has not 
been as satisfactory as could be desired, the failure 
can be attributed to inexperience or local difficulties. 

How can we increase the efficiency of our schools? 
This is an important question. Your committee 
regards the town system as preferable to the one 
now employed. It places in the hands of three or 
more persons, at least a majority of whom would be 
unprejudiced in most cases that would demand their 
attention, the selection of teachers and the regula- 
tion of all affairs pertaining to the schools. It 


to 
ct 


secures more equal advantages to all the scholars in 
town. It can place teachers where they are best 
adapted, and secure their permanence from year to 
year if desired. 

The voters of District No. 2 recognize these ad- 
vantages, and have organized for themselves with a 
local school board, in order to secure similar results. 
The town system would be of special benefit to the 
outer districts.. It does not necessitate, as has some- 
times been affirmed, immediate and arbitrary consol- 
idation of schools. If a judicious committee should 
be chosen to carry it out, whatever would be done 
in that line would have careful reference to the 
rights of all. It is only a question of time when 
the town system shall be made obligatory, by an 
act of the Legislature. 

If the town system cannot be secured at present, 
there is a remedy to some of the disadvantages 
under which many of our districts labor. 

There is an article in the warrant to be acted upon 
at the coming town meeting, to see if the town will 
vote to raise an additional amount of school money, 
the additional amount to be equally divided between 
the districts. Many towns do this, and it would only 
bring up the average of schooling in Derry a little 
nearer the point attained by some of the adjoining 
towns. 

Additional money is needed under any system. 
The question is “How can it be most judiciously 
applied ?” 
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Additional school accommodations are impera- 
tively demanded at the Depot Village. Ninety-five 
different scholars were registered during the year— 
eighty-five in a single term. As there are but sixty 
seats for scholars in the school-room, the difficulties 
under which the teachers have labored may be readily 
seen. The rapid and continuous growth of the 
Village, assures a like growth in the school. These 
facts speak for themselves. A graded school would 
be a desirable acquisition for that Village.

The position of teacher in a district school 1s often 
a trying one. Sometimes she 1s a stranger, and if 
deprived of the sympathy and support of the parents 
she labors under difficulties sometimes insurmount- 
able. Teachers are not perfect; they are liable to 
err in judgment as well as others ; but experience 
shows that the great majority try to do their best, 
and are conscientious in the discharge of their duties. 
Neither are scholars perfect even if they are so con- 
sidered by indulgent parents. In ninety-nine cases 
out of one hundred, if scholars are faithful, and 
show a spirit of obedience they would have no 
trouble with the teachers. It would be much better 
if parents would seek the acquaintance of the 
teachers of their children, and if trouble arises, 
vould make personal investigation beyond the 
usually one-sided statements of scholars most inter- 


+7 


ested, before they increase the difficulty by sus- 
taining their children. 

The future good of children, as well as the highest 
efficiency of a school, are to be considered before 
personal feeling. 


STUDIES. 


An effort has been made this year, with a promise 
of success, if carried out, to introduce the study of 
book-keeping, as an accompaniment to arithmetic, 
without making it an absolutely separate study. An 
acquaintance with business forms and single entry is 
a very desirable attainment for every scholar, and 
can be gained with but little extra effort. It is hoped 
that this matter will be followed up. by those in 
authority the coming year, and that teachers will co- 
operate in making it a success. 

No satisfactory physiology and hygiene to meet 
the requirements of the new law in regard to tem- 
perance instruction was received until too late to 
place it in the schools this year. 

After a careful examination of many books, the 
“Temperance Physiology,” by Mrs. Mary A. Hunt, 
has been adopted as most nearly adapted to accom- 
plish the desired end. ‘There is a difficulty in intro- 
ducing a new study into our schools that will be 
readily seen. The small amount of schooling in 
some districts, and the pressure of other studies will 
‘doubtless lead to too great a neglect of this. To 
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insure success in pursuing this branch, general exer- 
cises in which the whole school participate are very 
important, with the text book as a basis: Only a 
few scholars are reported as having taken up this 
branch the past year. The Woman's Christian Tem- 
perance Union have presented copies of a temper- 
ance catechism to each school, which have been used 
by some of the teachers with excellent results.

At its annual meeting in 1884, this district voted 
to adopt the provisions of section 16, chapter 87, of 
the General Laws, and accordingly a Board of Edu- 
cation was chosen to take charge of the interests of 
the district. 

The spring term was taught by Miss Grace E. 
Preston, who proved herself conscientious, earnest 
and intelligent in her work, and able to win the 
affections of her pupils. We were sorry that her 
physical strength was not equal to so great an un- 
dertaking, especially as it was her first effort in this 
line. She was assisted a few weeks by Mrs. Carrie 
Pettee, an experienced and successful teacher, who 
is now occupying a responsible position in Massa- 
chusetts. 

The board were fortunate in securing the ser- 
vices of Miss Emily H. Priestly, for the fall and 
winter terms, who has managed her large family 
admirably and given ample satisfaction to the Board 
and district. We have, however, to say that the work 
of managing and teachine over fifty pupils in a 
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school rot graded, is a serious task upon the powers 
of any one person, and that it would be’a great im- 
provement in our system if our riches in children 
were equalled by our riches in money, so that we 
might be able to make two good schools of the one 
we now have. 

The prompt and consfant attendance of pupils is 
essential to the best general results of a school, as 
it is especially to the best good of the individual 
pupil. And it seems to the Board, that parents are 
not sufficiently awake to this fact, if they, without 
necessity, consent to have the places of their 
children frequently vacant in the school-room. The 
irregularity of attendance of some of the schol- 
ars in this district is much to be regretted.
